Ordinarily she would have had no difficulty in recovering the sum, but

M. Lebon sat down at the roulette table and placed a counter valued 
at 1,000 francs on number 17 The number won and the man made no 
effort to take in counters valued at 35,000 francs shoved over to the num- 
ber by the croupier but let them lie there. Suddenly he smiled, placed 
his hands on his head—-a sign that the winnings were to remain where 
they were. Number 17 came up several times until the counters there 
were worth half a million francs, 

As, however, he gave no further sign, his immediate neighbor, a 
woman, touched his arm to call attention to his prodigious luck and dis- 
covered that he was dead, She screamed and the play was immediately 
stopped at the table and the body taken into an adjoining room 

In contesting the sult brought by M. Lebon's widow, the erg offi- 
clals argue that the play was not regular, since after winning the 35,000 
francs, which they are ready to pay, together with the original stake 
M. Lebon was conscious of no further play, The counsel for the plaintiff

HOW MUCH FOREST? 


A beginning is to be made this year in 
surveying the forests in Alberta; this in 
turn as the beginning of a survey of the 
forests in all Canada, ‘The object is to 
find out with reasonable certainty how 
much forest we have, where it is located, 
and of what kinds of trees it is composed. 
All this, it is to be supposed, as a basis for | 
a policy of administering this resource s0 
that there shall be preserved a timber 
supply sufficient for the probable needs of 
the Dominion for all time. If that is the 
object, the country is to be congratulated, 
and the Government will have the hearty 
approval of everyone who cares anything | 
for the Canadians of the future. 

Hitherto we have dealt with our for- 
ests like a spendthrift youth scattering his | 
inheritance. We have proceeded on the | 
cheerful pretence that our forests were in- | 
exhaustible, when every sane person knew | 
that they were not. To the ravages of fire | 
and insects we have added the destruction | 
of cutting for an almost unlimited export. | 
There is at least ground to suspect that 
these agencies together have been des- 
troying trees far faster than they grew. If | 
that is not the case it will reassure the 
public to know it. If that is the case it is 
still more important that it be Imnown, In 
either event, taking stock of the forests 
will clear the way for an intelligent and 
business-like handling of this increasingly 
valuable—and by no means unlimited— 
resource, 


THE HAGGEING AT PARIS 


On the twelfth anniversary of 
Ridge, Allied representatives and German 
representatives were haggling in Paris 
about, the amount of reparations Germany 
is to pay. And the inference from the des- | 
patches is that the Allies will have to take 
what Gertnany says it can pay. 

There is plenty of evidence in this fact 
to refute Berlin’s claim that it was harsh- 
ly dealt with in the hour of defeat. At the | 
close of the Franco-Prussian war France | 
got no twelve years in which to argue 
about whet it should pay, or could pay, or 
would pay. It paid what it was told to 
pay, and paid when it was told, with the } 
German army on hand to see that it did 
pay. 

Unfortunately there is evidence also 
that when the great war came to an end 
the Allies either could not settle among 
themselves what Germany should be made 
to pay or could pay; or evidence that 
their “solid front” has been shot to pieces 
by Germany’s persistent failure to meet 
their demands, as effectively as the Hin- 
denburg line was smashed into fragments 
by the Allied troops. 

Allied representatives dickering among 
themselves, ten years after the war, as to 
which of them is to cut down his damage 
bill, and almost begging Germany to be 
good enough to pay somebody something, 
is an unlovely spectacle. It is to be hoped | 
that, whatever the settlement is, a settle- 
ment will be reached at Paris that will be 
final. If the Allies have to pay for the 
war, why not say so and be done with the 
talk?

NO NEED TO SHUDDER 

Official figures given out at Washing- 
ton show that Canada bought more from | 
the United States last year than any other | 
country. Our purchases increased $80,- 
000,000 over the figure for the year be- 
fore, reaching a total of $916,000,000, On 
the other side of the account, our exports 
to the republic gained only $13,000,000 
The total of our sales there was $488,000,- 
000—including $141,9000,000 worth of | 
newsprint and pulpwood, without which | 
United States newspapers would have to | 
stop publication. A large additional sum | 
represents raw materials which the people | 
of the United States are not well situated 


| Water ha 


cannot get anywhere else as cheap as in 
Canada. Whatever Congress may do at 
the coming special session, it is pretty cer- 
tain that it will not shut out Canadian 
newsprint or other commodities which the 
United States has to import. 

Speculation as to whether Congress 
will adopt a policy of exclusion toward 
Canadian products overlooks the fact that 
Congress did that very thing several years 
ago. ‘The exclusion of Canadian products 
is not a policy in prospect; but a policy in 
practice, to the limit to which it has been 
thought advisable to apply it. No doubt it 
would be a disadvantage if our wheat and 
beef were absolutely shut out of the U. 8. 
market, But there is no occasion to shud 
der at the impending collapse of our econ- 
omic conditions should Congress decide to 
apply exclusion to the few remaining 
classes of our products which might he 
barred without injuring the United States 
more than Canada. We have found mar- 
kets abroad for several times the amount 
of products the United States buys from 
us. We can, if we have to, also find mar- 
kets elsewhere for that remaining frac- 
tion of our exports which the United 
States could afford to exclude.

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Report Misleading 

In a news dispatch from New 
York, which appeared on the sport 
page of the Bulletin yesterday, it 
Was stated that, “Bill Tilden and 
Frank Hunter, ranking tennis stars 
of the United States, have as their 
objective this year the tennis singles 
championship of France, which has 
never before been won by an Ameri- 
can,” 

The gent in New York who wrote 
this dispatch is evidently not up to 
date in his tennis history, as the 
singles championship of France has 
been captured on two occasions by a 
player from the United States. 

Bilt Tilden UH, first won the 
coveted French title at Paris in 1921, 
and incidentally was the only player 
ever to cop three championships in 
one year, “Big Bill,” besides win- 
ning the French title, also walked 
off with the honors in the United 
States and the official world's singles 
championship at Wimbledon, Eng- 
land, in that year. 

In 1923, W. M. Johnston took ihe 
French title back to the United 
States with him, after he had beaten 
Jean Washer, of Belgium, in a 
gruelling five-set match in the 
finals. At that time, Henri Cochet, 
Jean Borotra and Rene Lacoste, now 
the “big guns” of French tennis, 
were in their tennis infancy and 
went down in the early stages of 
the tournament, In that same year 
Jchnston won the Wimbledon event, 
but lost out to Bill Tilden tn the 
psd for the U.S. singles champion- 
ship, 


Perfect Tennis 

It might be 2s well to mention 
here, while on the subject of tennis, 
that in 1921, when Tilden won the 
French crown, Suzanne Lenglen, 
greatest woman tennis player of all 
time, was at the peak of her form, 
and experts in France were certain 
that she could down the famous 
“Big Bill.” An exhibition match was 
arranged in Paris, and so sure was 
Suzanne of victory, that she refused 
to take a handicap from her male 
opponent, 

Tilden also was sure of the out- 
come of the match, but in order to 
give the French woman a fair break, 
he deliberately dropped the first 
three potits in cach game and then 
proceeded to take both sets by the 
| convincing scores of 6-0, 6-0. In 
order to do this Tilden had to play 
perfect tennis. And he did. Wis 
victory also convinced French tennis 
skeptics that the greatest male 
player was superior to the greatest 
woman player.
